Vancouver's Bin Bride*. 


The great steel bridge across the Co- 


lumbia river at Vancouver will be a 
mammoth concern. It will be 8,000 feet 
from tho Washington to the Oregon 
shore. It will be double tracked, with 
a roadway on top for teams, and will be 
rooted upon pneumatic piers. The piv- 
;al pier, or draw pier, will support a 
raw which will give an opening of 200 
eet space on either side for vessels to 
ass, and the span immediately south of 
ihe draw span will be 875 feet. The 
whole structure is to be of steel, built 
en feet above the high water of 1870 
and forty feet above low water. 


On account of the sandy formation it 


will be necessary to go down eighty feet 


elow low water to get a firm founda- 
.on. There it resta on a foundation of 
oarse gravel similar to that upon which 
ie great bridges across the Missouri 
•iver are built. This gigantic structure 
will cost over $1,000,000, and employ 


nndreds of men in its erection. It will 
e Jan. 1,1892, before the cars can pass 
ver it. The company is pushing its: 
ridge and also its road as fast aa men 
nd money and its present perfected 
lans will permit. It has now between 
ere and Kalama over 2,000 men and
